a eachtra rarely pray for nor 
expect such judgments of God on 
unbelieving wicked sinners as Came 
on Elymas the sorcerer (Acts 13: 
6-11) or on Ananias and Sapphira 
(Acts 5:1-11). Tradition has 
stolen away our prayer. answering 
God and like Mary “We know not 
where they have laid him.” I can- 
not be bound by such tradition. 

I frankly admit and with grief, 
that I have not seen in my own 
ministry the many marvelous re- 
sults that I ought to have seen. 
But I frankly lay the blame on 
John R. Rice, and not on God. I 
boldly say that if ever I have faith 
as a grain of mustard seed to com- 
mand a mountain to be removed 
and cast into the sea, the words 
of the Saviour are true and will 
be fulfilled to the letter. If that 
be heresy, make the most of it. 
I challenge traditional Baptists to 
show one word in the Bible that 
ever said when miracles ceased, 
or even hinted that they would 
be no more. You cannot find it 
in the lids of the Bible. . Where 
there are no miracles it simply 
means there are no faith for mira- 
cles. Oftentimes, I am sure, God 
does not ‘want to give’ faith for 
miracies. They always have been 
rare. Other times, I am sure, it 
is our own wicked unbelief that 
does not seek and does not find 
the power of God. 

Healing the Sick 

I am not a divine healer. That 
is, I claim no power in myself to 
heal the sick by laying on hands 
or otherwise. There may be gifts 
of healing in modern times, as 
there were in New Testament 
times. I do not claim it but the 
Scripture does not say that such 
gifts would be done away with and 
I do not deny that some others 
may have what I do not claim to 
have myself. If anyone claims to 
have, then all I would ask would 
be to see it. If it were a gift of 
healing it would not be for man’s 
glory but for God. I do not in- 
dorse many foolish and some hurt- 
ful things that go on in the name 
of divine healing. At the same 
time, I insist that the New Testa- 
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ment has a very explicit teaching 
concerning prayer tor the sick. 
James 5:14,15 says “Is any sick 
among you? let him call for the 
elders of the church; and let them 
pray over him, anointing him with 
all in the name of the Lord: 15 
And the prayer of faith shali save 
the sick, and tne Lord shall raise 
him up; and if he nave commitied 
sins, they shail be forgiven him.” 
I say humbly and gladly that l 
believe this passage is good for 
1935. 

The other day a sick man called 
me to his home, reminded me of 
this verse and asked me to pray. 
He fulfilled the explicit command 
of the Bible “Is any sick among 
you? let him call for the elders ot 
the church.” Therefore I fulfilled 
the command for preachers in the 
last of the verse “and let them 
pray over him, anointing him with 
oil in the ‘name of the Lord.” I 
did exactly that, putting olive oil 
on his head, and praying God, if 
it pleased Him, to heal him. Bap- 
tist tradition would say that this 
is out of date, that the Bible does 
not mean what it says, or that 
that is not orthodox Baptist prac- 
tice. Nevertheless, it was certainly 
the practice of New Testament 
churches and is certainly still the 
command in our Bible. Sometimes 
God does not give faith and some- 
times He does. If God gives faith, 
then God gives healing. It is not 
always God’s will to heal the sick. 
It was not God’s will to take away 
Paul’s thorn in the flesh. It is 
sometimes God’s will to use medi- 
cine, sometimes not. Isaiah pre- 
scribed a lump of figs for king 
Hezekiah’s boil (Isaiah 38:21), and 
Paul, divinely inspired, likewise 
prescribed a little wine (simply 
grape juice) for Timothy’s week 
stomach. On this matter of heal- 
ing many people have gone wrong, 
I admit it, There has been much 
fanaticism about it and many false 
claims, as I frankly agree. All 
these things would not excuse any 
for refusing to do what the Scrip- 
ture in plain words commands nor 
excuse and for refusing to believe 
what the Saviour plainly promised. 
I will not be bound by the strait- 
jacket of so-called “orthodox Bap- 
tist” tradition. The Bible itself is 
sufficient authority and that alone. 
Christians everywhere, not only 
Baptists, should agree to take the 
Bible, take it at face value, preach 
it all, believe it all, and try to prac- 
tice it all. 

Again I say I love all God’s peo- 
ple everywhere. It they do not 
agree with me I still love them 
and in as far as i can to so with: 
out compromise I will have fellow- 
ship with them. Baptists are a 
great people. Independent, ortho- 
dox, Bible believing, Fundamental- 
ist, Baptists everywhere are very 
near and dear to my heart. 1T 
claim no authority over them. I 
will not admit their authority over 
me. But I invite all of them, to- 
gether with real Bible believing 
Christians of all faiths, to join me 
in bowing the knee to the Lord 
Jesus Christ as our only Lord and 
Saviour; in accepting the Bible, 
God’s verbally inspired and re-

More About Baptist 
Church Succession 


There has been very wide in- 
terest in the article in the last two 
issues of “The Sword of the Lord” 
on “The ‘Orthodox Baptist’ Tradi- 
tion.”” Some people like it and some 
people do not. One good Baptist 
brother wrote me that I was 4 
modernist, that I believe in alien 
immersion, believe in apostasy, in 
fact that I did not believe the Bible 
and was about equal to an infidel, 
if I did not believe that the Baptist 
denomination was the bride and 
was the church Jesus spoke of in 
Matthew 16:18. Others have been 
very much pleased with the article 
and with my appeal that we depend 


fon the Bible alone and not on de- 


nominational tradition. 

But in attending to my Baptist 
brethern I did not state the case 
exactly accuratly for “Church of 
Christ” brethern, I did not mean 
to say that “Church of Christ” 
people claim organic succession for 
their denomination, though that is 
what the article seemed to say. 
What I meant was that they, like 
Catholics, Episcopalians, and some 
Baptists, make much of the claim 
that theirs is “the true church.” Of 
course, in form, people know that 
the “Churches of Christ,” Dis- 
ciples, or Christian Churches came 
out of what was called the “Res- 
toration Movement” led by 
Alexander Campbell and others. 

“Church of Christ” people usual- 
ly do have the same vanity as 
traditional Baptists, Catholics, and 
Episcopalians, in claiming that 
their group or denomination, is the 
only true church and bride of 
Christ. Naturally, they cannot 
claim organic, historical success- 
ion. 

This was called to my attentjon 
by Brother W. W. Phares, Pastor 
of South Dallas Christian Church. 
Brother Phares wrote me as fol- 
lows. 


“Dear Brother Rice: - 

“Tt is suprising that you include 
‘Campbellities’ or Church of Christ 
people among those who claim 
apostolic succession or an unbrok- 
en continuity of primitive church 
organization. The movement out of 
which they came was called ‘A 
Restoration Movement.’ It was a 
recognition that the church had de- 
parted from the original faith, in 
name, doctrine, and practice. Their 
efforts has been to return to Lhe 
original faith. They claim that the 
true church is to be known by its 
fidelity to primitive doctrine and 
not by any historic succession in 


organization. I @m not identified 
with the Church of Christ people, 
but they and my own brethern 
alike grew out of ‘a movement to 
restore primitive Christianity’ in 
name, doctrine and practice. 
“Fraternally 
(Signed) “W. W. Phares, 
“Pastor South Dallas Christian 
Church” 


Here is my answer to Brother 
Phares’s letter.

“Rev. W. W. Phares, Pastor

“Dear Brother Phares: 

“I was glad to have your card 
and to be corrected concerning 
‘Church of Christ’ people and the 
doctrine of church continuity or 
church succession. You are right, 
and my statement of the case for 
‘Church of Christ’ people was not

‘If you will read again the 
paragraph in “The Sword of the 
Lord’ for Friday, April 5th, page 2, 
first colum, you will see, I think, 
what I had in mind, though I did 
not state it accurately as regards 
‘Church of Christ’ people. “rhey, 
like Catholics, Episcopalians, and 
some Baptists claim to be ‘the true 
church’ and in fact are often the 
most radical of these groups in 
claiming oftentimes that people of 
other names or faiths are not 
saved. But they do not base this 
claim upon historical continuity or 
succession of organization. 

“In fairness to all and that the 
matter may not bé misunderstood, 
I will print your fraternal correc- 
tion in the paper and this reply. 

“May I say frankly that I too 
believe that modern churches 
have departed from New Testa- 
ment standards in a great many 
respects. I do not recognize that 
any sect or the. people of any par- 
ticular name are ‘the ‘true church.’ 
Without reference to that ‘general 
assembly and church of the first- 
bern*written in Heaven’ of Heb- 
rews 12:22 and 23, the true church 
and bride of Christ, which, I think, 
includes all the truly converted, I 
believe that each: local church is 
a true church if it follow the pat- 
tern of New Testament churches, 
without regard to any organic suc- 
cession. 

“You understand, of course, that 
I do not agree with ‘Church of 
Christ’ people in their conception 
of what is the New Testament 
standard, particularly in the design 
of baptism.

the service he stayed to talk with 
me and asked prayer for his wife. 
As soon as she returns to ‘Dallas 
he has made pians to bring her to 
the services.
